AVhetlier tlio "mains" for the Tic- 
toria Water Works arc ic, bn inunufac;- 
tnred hero or at San Fraucisco is still 
nu open qiieation, nltboiigb one thnt 
mnst Boon be decidod. We aro glail 
to know tliat tlio Water Commisaionor 
is \ory desirous of eucourngiug homo 
industry in this matter, provided it 
onu bo done -without injustice to tlio 
general interests, as we tliiiilc, wisely 
intrusted to Lis care; but it must he 
obvious thnt there is a reasonable limit 
beyond which it would not bo justifi- 
able to go. The precise limit wo would 
not presume to indicate; hut tliia uiuch 
wo will sny, tlmt a liberal niargiii 
should be allowed iu favor of homo in- 
dustry, if necessary. It is a matter of 
some importance that the price of 
xaanufaotuiiog these "mains" (some 
twenty thousand dollars, possibly,) 
shall be retained in this community, 
iastcad of going into tho capacious 
pockets of foreig:i industry. But this, 
although au important and logitimato 
consideration, is not the solo one thnt 
ought to influence the mind of tho 
Commissioner. Domestic industry is 
in its infancy, struggling, ns it wcro, 
for a foothold against foreign compe- 
tition. Every order sent to San Fran- 
cisco ■which could be filled here is a 
cruel blow to our own child. Wc have 
not, therefore, to look nlouo at the 
obvious enough advantages of tho ex- 
penditure of this twenty tlicusand dol- 
lars or bO in our midst; but also at tlic 
vital fact that it would tend to 
strengthen the child (domestic indus- 
ti7) for more successfully «omi3eti)ig 
-with the inian (foreign industry) gener- 
aUy.

Erom 
the statistics of the Dioeeso of British 
Oolnuibia for tho year 1872, just pnbli.jh- 
ed in the Parish Magazine fur October, 
it ai)poars that St. John's Church, apart 
from tho Indian Mission Churches in the 
interior,, has a very muoh larger congra- 
gation than any other church in the 
Diocese. and from that I should infer that 
its si)liuro of nsefiihiciis is compai-ativcly 
greater, wiiilo its incoia ! is vc:i-y iniieh 
smaller than theotlier Episcopal (Jiiur,-!i 
in this city, and amountiini only to S2111 
for tho year, to defray the Incumbent's 
Stipend, Organist's salary, Sexton, and 
the expenses of cleaning, lighting and 
heating tho church, and koo])iiig it in re- 
l)air. This vei-y limited income shows 
thai tlie request nuulo of His Jjoriisliii> 
was a very reasonable one, tho more es- 
pecially when it is taken into considera- 
tion that tho Archdeaconry wns attached 
.fOTinerly to the Raotory of St. John's, as 
set forth in the memorial. 

Eecont events in I'^uropo show elearly 
that belief in liuinanlnfulliliitity, v,-li''tliei' 
of Popes, Ecniuenical (Jounoil, Bislioi), 
Convocation or Presbytoiy, is rapidly on 
tho wane, if not extinct, amongst the 
thongiitful. It is equally manifest that 
one -man jnanagoment of Ecclesiactical 
airairs is decreasing in favor whovoverour 
language is spoken. 

It would be invidious to endeavor in 
detail to show how mueli of flio dis.uni- 
siona, Biiortconiings, and failures of the 
Episcupul Ohurcii in this Proviuco is as- 
cribable to its autocratic management in 
the past. The feeling of payt of this coia- 
munity upon this matter is expressed in 
the enclosed copjr of tlio address to His 
Lordship, and readers oi this dui;uracjit, 
away from here, c.-iU easily i-eason out tho 
matter for thcmsnlves, and can doubtless 
also form a correct judgment as to whe- 
ther it is in the abstract right, or, as re- 
gards policy, wise, that the long and 
faithful and cniinonHy successful services 
of such men as tho Bev. Poroiviil Jeans 
should bo overlooked v.licn one of the 
very fow opportunities (if ]irofcrment in 
the Province occurs. 'J'iio signers of the 
address express their views clearly upon 
this nart of the question also. 

It would be well ftjr tho laity and wi U- 
wisliera of the Churori of England in tiiis 
Provineo to earnestly consider whether 
tho time has pot arrived for r.ioviii.!,' for 
the appointment of a Synod of Clergy and 
Laymen to sliare with His Ijordshi]) llio 
resijonsibility aud mauagenieut of ciinreli 
uilairs; and while all entertain tho iu!<s! 
grateful feelings to His Lordsjiip ;for his 
untiring exertions on bohalf of tlio 
Chuivli in tliis l)ioo:'se, and tho 
highest [respect for his opinion, many 
think that tho alluirs of theC'luiroh would 
havo boon more suoceSflfnlly managod if 
lio had received tho iis,si-,ta;ico of his 
clergy and tho laity, as ho wonid luivo 
done had a Synod Ijiieii in oxistenoi!. .1 
notice with pleasure tluit the I'arisli 
Magazine before (pioted Irom has an arti- 
elo bearing on tlio ipiostion. Su(!!i Sy- 
nods have with the host results been es- 
tablished iii other parts of Canada, and 
wo have observed hero' amongst our 
Christian brethren, the Presbyterians and 
Mothoilists, how well a coiiibiuation of 
clerical and lay iniluoncc succoods.
